make a great profit on the ground if 
it was desired for library purposes. 
In order to 
secure 
the building 
from the Carnegie commission it is 
necessary for the city council 
to 
appropriate 
annually 
a 
sum 
amounting to ten per 
cent 
of the 
cost of the building. 
For instance 
if a $*23,o6o building 
were erected 
the city would have to give $2,500 
annually to the library. 
At present the library is costing 
the eity about $1,800 and the limit 
allowed under the law’ for this class 
of taxation has not been 
reached. 
The levy could be advanced slightly, 
it is pointed out, so as to make the 
$2,500. 
The lot would 
have 
to be pur­ 
chased by public donations and if 
the library board decided to build 
the lot could be bought 
in a very 
short time, it is believe. 
“The library building should 
be 
made a community center,” said one 
man today in discussing the propo­ 
sition. 
“There should be sufficient 
ground in the rear of the building 
for the parking of automobiles, 
or 
the hitching of horses. It should he 
a place where the 
country people 
could readily go and should be lo­ 
cated close to the business district. 
The building 
should have 
a base­ 
ment, and sufficient room for meet­ 
ings of various organizations.” 
While nothing has been done, it is 
believed the library board will give 
the matter some consideration at the 
next meeting.
